An Edmonton man accused of 
raping and stabbing his next- 
door neighbour multiple times 
may have been in a drug- 
induced psychosis at the time of 
the attack, an expert witness 
said yesterday. 

Testifying as a witness for the 
defence in the trial of Ryan Hup¬ 
pie, addiction specialist Dr. Chari 
Els told the court that due to 
Huppie’s pre-existing neurologi¬ 
cal conditions, the use of keta¬ 


mine in combination with other 
drugs may have been enough to 
make him delirious. 

“For Mr. Huppie, the use of keta¬ 
mine would be very risky,” he said 
from the witness stand yesterday. 

Els interviewed the accused 
rapist for four hours, during 
which time, Huppie revealed he 
had been drinking since the age 
of six and using other drugs 
since age ten. Coupled with that, 
the psychiatrist said that he may 
have been predisposed to addic¬ 
tion because of his family history 
and brain damage from fetal al¬ 
cohol spectrum disorder. 


He concluded that Huppie suf¬ 
fers from post-traumatic stress 
disorder, caused by savage abuse 
as a child, and that he suffers 
from a major depression disor¬ 
der, and that he is a drug addict. 

In the hours before Huppie al¬ 
legedly raped his neighbour be¬ 
fore she ran from him covered in 
blood, he consumed enough ket¬ 
amine to possibly trigger psy¬ 
chosis, a state in which he may 
not have understood the gravity 
of his actions, or know what he 
was doing at all, Els said. 

“He had blood all over him, 
not knowing what had hap-

pened,” Els said. “He had com¬ 
plete amnesia until he realized 
something was wrong.” 

Huppie has been accused of 
making a bet with a friend in Feb. 
2004 that he would rape and kill 
his next-door neighbour for $500. 
He has openly admitted that he 
committed the crime, but claims 
all he remembers is waking up in 
the middle of the rape, not know¬ 
ing why he was covered in blood. 
The trial continues today.

A family who has lost a 
loved one to breast cancer 
last week still made the 
10-hour trip from 
Creighton, Sask., to Ed¬ 
monton in order to walk 
60 km to help find a cure 
for the disease.

Foundation CEO Linda 
Milcelson says the event 
has raised close to $17 


million in Alberta in the 
last three years. 

“It is having an enor¬ 
mous impact on our pro¬ 
grams throughout the 
province,” said Mickelson. 

“This is research that is 
going to take us a long 
way towards finding that 
cure and finding newer 
treatments.” 

Some progress has been 
made in that funded-re- 
search, said Mickelson, 
and that includes new 


clinical trials “that have 
impacted patients right 
across the country.” 

About one out of every 
nine women will develop 
breast cancer in Alberta 
and it’s estimated that 420 
women in the province 
will die from the disease, 
according to Canadian 
cancer statistics. 

Close to 14,200 people 
were diagnosed with 
breast cancer in Alberta 
last year.

Crash trucker suffered from diabetic complications

accident A semi-truck driv¬ 
er who was killed after his 
vehicle plunged over a 
bridge on Yellowhead 
Trail, suffered from diabet¬ 
ic complications before the 
fiery crash last March, 
ruled a chief medical ex¬ 
aminer yesterday. 

In a written statement, 
Chief Medical Examiner 
Graeme Dowling said Mark 
Santos was suffering from 
low blood sugar when he 
was driving the wrong way 
before the crash. 


“Mr. Santos died as a result of the fire, and 
the only reasonable conclusion... is that 
he was suffering from a low-blood sugar.”

“Mr. Santos died as a re¬ 
sult of the fire, and the on¬ 
ly reasonable conclusion 
that can be drawn follow¬ 
ing our investigation is 
that he was suffering from 
a low-blood sugar as a com¬ 
plication of his diabetes at 
the time,” read by another 
medical examiner during a 
phone interview with 
Metro. 

The 25-year-old was spot¬ 


ted driving erratically be¬ 
fore the crash, and one 
passenger in a nearby vehi¬ 
cle captured the collision 
on camera as the semi 
plunged off the overpass 
on a set of CN rail tracks. 

A ball of flames was seen 
on the video after the 
truck made the jump. 

Police have already con¬ 
cluded their investigation 
into the crash.

Sheriffs’ power 
to be extended

Drunk drivers, beware — 
the sheriffs are tougher 
these days. 

Alberta Sheriffs will soon 
be adding the ability to en¬ 
force impaired driving laws 
to their highway patrols, 
said Solicitor General 
spokesman Andy Weiler. 

At present, sheriffs are 
only able to hand out a 24- 
hour suspension for sus¬ 
pected impaired driving, 
and can’t administer a 
Breathalyzer test or formal¬ 
ly charge drunks, as the 
charge falls under the Crim¬ 
inal Code. 

“Our plan is to extend 
their authority to allow 
them to do those investiga¬ 
tions from beginning to 
end,” Weiler said. “That will 
allow them to take care of 
the matter right there so 
they don’t have to pull off 
another policing resource 
to come and do the investi¬ 
gation.”

Liberal MLA Kent Hehr 

Liberal MLA Kent Hehr 
says the extra measures 
would not be needed had 
the provincial government 
initially shelled out the ex¬ 
tra cash to hire police offi¬ 
cers instead. 

“I think the government 
was feeling some heat on 
this issue and moved quick¬ 
ly to correct it. Well, good 
for them for giving (sheriffs) 
the power to do some of 
this stuff, but I want to 
know why they didn’t think 
about this when they were 
considering sheriffs over 
police officers,” Hehr said. 
“What are we going to do 
next? Give them the power 


to investigate crimes when 
they’re not qualified?” 

He added that the cost of 
hiring an RCMP officer is 
$160,000 per year, 30 per 
cent of which is paid by the 
feds. Hiring a sheriff, he 
said, costs the province 
$95,000 per year, calculat¬ 
ing the difference at 
$20,000 per year. 

Hehr claims it’s easier to 
find and recruit sheriffs 
over RCMP officers, because 
they don’t have to be as 
qualified and are cheaper 
and easier to train. 

“They’re now looking at 
it saying ‘Oh my God, what 
have we done here? Have 
we hired a bunch of people 
to roam around Alberta 
handing out traffic tickets, 
when we have a real crime 
problem in Alberta?” Hehr 
asked. “They’ve created a 
class of quasi-policemen 
that are costing the taxpay¬ 
er a significant amount of 
money.” 

By the end of summer, 
105 sheriffs will be pa¬ 
trolling Alberta highways. 


Police: Victim shot in drug dispute 


identified A man found 
dead near an inner-city 
apartment building Tuesday 
was killed by a single gun¬ 
shot wound, ruled a med¬ 
ical examiner yesterday. 

Police believe the city’s 
17th homicide victim of the 
year, now identified as 42- 
year-old Andrew Living¬ 
stone O’Brien, died in a 
drug dispute. 

No arrests have been 
made in the case and police 
have yet to identify any sus¬ 
pects. 


Police say nearby witness¬ 
es noticed the man, who ap¬ 
peared to have been shot, 
was lying on the driveway 
of an apartment building 
parking lot on 108 Street, 
north of 107 Avenue, about 
4:20 a.m. 

Some witnesses reported¬ 
ly saw a white car leave the 
scene after they heard a 
loud bang, but police 
spokeswoman Patiycia 
Chalupczynslca couldn’t 
confirm if homicide detec¬ 
tives linked the car to the 


shooting. 

Blood spatter, an alu¬ 
minum can, and a black 
baseball hat with a flat brim 
were visible on the pave¬ 
ment where the body was 
found. 

Victor Sagar, a nearby 
apartment caretaker, told 
Metro that “gangs have 
been turfing it out for 
weeks” in the neighbour¬ 
hood, he says, is riddled 
with prostitution, drugs 
and violence.

Another bear incident

A bear was shot in Coquit¬ 
lam's Westwood Plateau 
neighbourhood after it 
broke into a home yester¬ 
day morning — the second 
aggressive bear shot in 
the area in two days. 

The animal entered 
through the basement win¬ 
dow of a house on 2200 
Turnberry Lane, which is 
in front of a heavily wood¬ 
ed area. The residents were 
home at the time, upstairs, 
and said they only noticed 
the bear after people at an 
adjacent golf course called 
police. 

“When the RCMP ar¬ 
rived, the bear was outside 
with the food it took from 
the kitchen, it then went 
back into the basement,” 
Const. Sharen Leung said. 


“When it came back out 
on its own, it showed some 
aggressive behaviour so we 
shot it, hit its shoulder and 
it climbed up a tree.” 

Conservation officers 
soon arrived and tranquil- 
ized the 180-lcilogram 
bear, which eventually 
came down from the tree 
and was later killed by the 
RCMP. 

“When the conversation 
officer approached the 
bear, it started to move 
and, due to its aggressive 
and high-risk behaviour, 


police had to shoot it to 
protect the public,” she 
said. 

On Wednesday, a 49- 
year-old woman was at¬ 
tacked by another bear in 
the same neighbourhood 
while gardening in her 
front yard. 

The RCMP also shot and 
killed that animal after the 
attack. 

The woman, whose 
name is believed to be Kate 
Yin, was treated for a torn 
scalp and numerous bite 
wounds.

Opponents 
look to oust 
Musharraf 
over crisis 

coalition Pakistan’s ruling 
coalition will move to im¬ 
peach President Pervez 
Musharraf on charges of 
plunging the country into 
a political and economic 
crisis, party leaders said 
yesterday. 

They also warned Mush¬ 
arraf, a former general 
who first came to power in 
a 1999 military coup, 
against any attempt to dis¬ 
miss the government. 

The move is likely to 
deepen political uncertain¬ 
ty in the key U.S. ally 
which already faces a fal¬ 
tering economy and a 
threat from Islamist mili¬ 
tants. 

The response of the 
powerful army to the 
prospect of a humiliating 
exit for its former chief 
will be crucial. 

Army commanders met 
in the garrison city of 
Rawalpindi, close to Islam¬ 
abad, yesterday but a mili- 
taiy official said it was a 
routine meeting. reuters

Having publicly promised 
that he would not “politi¬ 
cize” the Olympic Games, 
U.S. President George W. 
Bush caught Chinese offi¬ 
cials off guard yesterday, 
sharply criticizing Beijing 
on human rights, just 
hours before he set off for 
China from Bangkok. 

The criticisms stung the 
Chinese — especially on the 
eve of the Olympics. Before 
Bush landed here last night, 
the country’s ministry of 
foreign affairs had already 
reproached him. 

“We resolutely oppose 
any words or actions which 
interfere in the internal af¬ 
fairs of another country in 
the name of issues such as 
human rights and religion,” 
foreign ministry spokesper¬ 
son Qin Gang said in a state¬ 
ment posted on the min¬ 
istry’s website. 

Bush wasted no time rais¬ 
ing the touchy issues of reli¬ 
gious freedom and free 
speech after arriving in Chi¬ 
na, using the dedication of a 
new American embassy in 
Beijing to drive home his 
point. “We continue to be 
candid about our belief that 


all people should have the 
freedom to say what they 
think and worship as they 
choose,” he said at the em¬ 
bassy dedication. 

Meanwhile, Beijingers 
waved flags, painted their 
faces and snapped pictures 
of Olympics venues Friday 
morning, excited about the 
opening of the Games after 


years of planning, hoping 
and waiting. 

Newspapers splashed pic¬ 
tures of fireworks and the 
showpiece venues. Com¬ 
muters crammed into a sub¬ 
way car all silently pored 
over a special Olympic sup¬ 
plement blaring a headline 
“Realising the dream.” 

“I never thought I’d see 


this day. We just feel so for¬ 
tunate and happy,” said Shi 
Le, 73, out for a morning 
stroll. 

When she moved to Bei¬ 
jing from the countryside 
50 years ago, China was 
poor, diplomatically isolat¬ 
ed and gripped by the fer¬ 
vour of radical Commu¬ 
nism.

The judge, Navy Capt. 
Keith Allred, gave Hamdan 
credit for 61 months of the 
time he has been held at 
Guantanamo, so he could 
finish his sentence in five 
months — shortly before 
the next U.S. president 
takes office. 

“After that, I don't know 
what happens,” he told 
Hamdan. 

“I hope the day comes

Jones 
said that she was shocked 
to learn in May, that publi¬ 
cation would be post¬ 
poned indefinitely. 

“I have deliberately and 
consciously written res¬ 
pectfully about Islam and 
Mohammed... I envision¬ 
ed that my book would be 
a bridge-builder,” she said. 

Random House deputy 
publisher Thomas Perry 
said Jones, who has just 
completed a sequel to the 
novel examining her hero¬ 
ine’s later life, is free to 
sell her book to other pub¬ 
lishers.

They’re world champions, 
just as they were before 
the Athens Olympics. And 
they’re determined to 
win the gold medal at the 
Summer Olympics, just as 
they were in 2004. 

But will the Canadian 
men’s eight rowing team 
be disappointed, just as 
they were four years ago? 

“We are going to Beijing 
to get the job done,” team 
member Dominic Seiterle 
said. “We’ve been obsessed 
with this. Hour by hour. 
Stroke by stroke. Our goal 
is to confirm that we really 
are the best this time.” 

The Canadian crew has 
been training feverishly 
two or three times daily to 
make amends for 2004. 

Despite arriving at 
Athens with the world 
championship, the Canadi¬ 
an men’s eight finished a 
disappointing — disas¬ 
trous, really — fifth in the 
Olympic final. It’s been 
gnawing at them ever

since. Last year, they won 
the world championship 
again in Japan. 

“But,” team captain Kyle 
Hamilton said, “I’d trade 
every world championship 
for one Olympic gold 
medal.” 

But what’s changed for 
them since Athens? 

Well, first, their boat. 
The crew has elected to 
dump the Canadian model 
it has used since 2002. 
They’ll be racing in Beijing 
with a boat made in Ger¬ 
many. 

“Some brands just feel a 
little better,” said Hamil¬ 
ton, a native of Richmond, 
B.C. “It’s not really much 
different than a golfer 
changing his clubs. We’re 
looking for every edge we 
can get, and we feel better 
with the boat we’re using 
now.” 


Of course, it’s not the car¬ 
riage that wins the race. It’s 
the horses. And the Canadi¬ 
ans believe they have the 
horses, most of whom are 
from B.C. — Hamilton, Seit¬ 
erle, Kevin Light, Ben Rut¬ 
ledge and Malcom Howard. 
Coxswain Brian Price, new¬ 
comer Andrew Byrnes and 
Adam Kreelc are from On¬ 
tario. Jake Wetzel is from 
Saskatchewan. 

Seiterle is especially psy¬ 
ched. He wasn’t able to 
compete in Athens because 
of a serious blood infection 
that almost took his life. 

“During the last 
Olympics, I was fighting 


for my life, so I don’t take 
any day on (the water) for 
granted now,” said Seiter¬ 
le, who also overcame thy¬ 
roid cancer in 1998. “I’m as 
focused as anyone can pos¬ 
sibly be, I believe. I want to 
dominate every time I’m in 
the water.” 

Sure enough, that’s the 
team’s strategy, too. In 
Athens, the eight chose 
not to go all-out in a heat, 
and lost to the U.S. team. 
They felt that put them off 
their game for the rest of 
the Games. So in Beijing, 
they intend to row their 
hardest in every heat. 

“We learned that a heat 


in the Olympics is not the 
same as a heat anywhere 
else,” Hamilton said. “You 
have to treat every race at 
the Olympics like a final. 
You can’t get caught with 
your pants down. Things 
just don’t happen. You 
have to make them hap¬ 
pen.” 

And the last word from 
the team’s stern coach, 
Mike Spracklen: “I felt I 
was part of a team that let 
Canada down (in Athens). 
We need to put that right.” 
• The men’s eight will be 
looking to secure a spot in 
the final by winning their 
heat on Sunday. 


Heat coupled with pollution a recipe for disaster, expert says

Clara Hughes, the only 
Canadian athlete to win 
medals at the Summer and 
Winter Olympics, thinks a 
lot of athletes at these 
Games are going to “deto¬ 
nate before they even get 
to the start line” because 
of the triple threat of heat, 
humidity and pollution. 

Hughes, a speed skater 
and cyclist still pretty 
much in full training mode 
in Beijing for the 2010 
Winter Olympics while 
working as a cycling com¬ 
mentator for CBC Sports, 
went out for a 5:30 a.m. 
training run Wednesday 
and was not impressed. 

“I could feel the effects 
of the air quality and the 
heat and humidity on my 


lungs, on my mucous 
membranes, everything,” 
she said. 

“I think we’re definitely 
going to see a lot of athletes 
detonating before they 
even get to the start line be¬ 
cause they’re not going to 
adapt their training and 
their preparation,” she said. 
“They’re going to want to 
do just what they would 
normally do to be at their 
best on the day. Usually for 
endurance athletes that 
equals a lot of really hard 
work. They’re going to have 
taper down and realize the 
energy output before the 
race is really even more 
crucial than the energy out¬ 
put during the race.” 

Indeed, it appears the 


Canadian women's rowing 
eight is struggling because 
of the conditions. 

Barney Williams, an 
Olympic silver medallist 
and now CBC commenta¬ 
tor whose wife, Buffy, is on 
the women’s eight, said 
some athletes on the team 
are experiencing breathing 
problems after having been 
in Beijing for about a week. 

Williams said the team 
was tested for asthma, in 
relatively benign condi¬ 
tions, before coming to 
Beijing. Because they test¬ 
ed out fine, they didn’t put 
in any requests for a thera¬ 
peutic use exemption for 
an inhaler, and now it’s 
too late to get one. 

David Ford of Edmonton, 


a former world Whitewater 
kayaking champion, said 
he’s glad his is not an en¬ 
durance sport. 

“For 90 seconds, I can 
deal with it but it is defi¬ 
nitely noticeable in the 
lungs,” said Ford. “I feel 
like I am on the verge of 
getting a chest cold all of 
the time, although it never 
quite comes through. 

“We are supposed to 
have the best air in Beijing 
so I can’t imagine what the 
marathoners are going to 
deal with. The biggest 
problem we have seen is 
when ... you can’t see from 
one gate to the next. It’s 
only happened a couple of 
times, but that is intense.”

Everyone in Tropic 
Thunder owes something 
to someone else. Before 
making the film, Ben Stil¬ 
ler hesitated about acting 
in it as well as cowriting 
and directing. 

The guy he envisioned as 
Tugg Speedman, action 
star so desperate for a hit 
that he makes a war movie 
in a real jungle with hid¬ 
den cameras? Tom Cruise. 

“(Cruise) was lined up to 
play Ben’s part, then Ben 
rethought it and put him¬ 
self in the role,” says Steve 
Coogan, who plays the di¬ 
rector within the film. 

According to Justin Ther¬ 
oux, Stiller’s cowriter and 
executive producer, “In my 
mind, Ben was always go¬ 
ing to play that part. He’s 
done aging action stars 
well, previously in The Ben 
Stiller Show.” 

But Cruise is a friend of 
Stiller’s, and got involved 
anyway. “He read the 
script and he was like, ‘You 
have fun (mocking) actors 
- it’d be great to see you 
doing something with a 


studio guy,”’ says Stiller. 

Thus, the character of Les 
Grossman, foul-mouthed 
studio boss, was bom, and 
Cmise was hooked. 

“The studio head charac¬ 
ter was pretty small origi¬ 
nally, and it was Tom who 


kept saying, ‘That charac¬ 
ter should be bigger,’ and 
eventually he ended up 
playing it,” says Coogan. 

It’s not hard to see why 
Cmise wanted to poke fun 
at studio heads, given his 
well-publicized 2006 rift 


with Viacom CEO Sumner 
Redstone. 

“There’s nothing better 
for an actor in Tom’s posi¬ 
tion than to be able to sati¬ 
rize that which he is in¬ 
volved in, and he went at it 
with glee,” says Nick Nolte, 


whose own Vietnam vet 
character owes something 
to Oliver Stone. 

Interestingly, Robert Dow¬ 
ney Jr.’s character — an ac¬ 
claimed Australian actor 
who dyes his skin to play an 
African American — wasn’t

based on Russell Crowe. 

“He was written as an 
Irishman,” reveals Stiller, 
“then (Downey]) said, ‘I 
think I can improvise bet¬ 
ter in Australian.’” 

Downey’s inspiration re¬ 
mained Irish. “I was think¬ 
ing of Cohn Ferrell, particu¬ 
larly when I’m standing out 
on the balcony (naked). I al¬ 
so wanted to have a love 
child in my hand. I just 
wanted to be like, ‘How dare 
you look at this baby I had 
with this woman you’ve 
never met?”’ 

Downey was so inspired 
by Tropic Thunder, he got 
Theroux the job of writing 
the Iron Man sequel. 

“It’s hugely intimidating,” 
admits Theroux, “but also ex¬ 
citing because you’re writing 
for Robert Downey Jr. So at 
the end of the day, that’s an 
enormous amount of fun.”

feature George Lucas is a 
boldfaced liar. He said he 
was finished with the Star 
Wars franchise. Forever. 

But sure enough, here 
we are, three years after 
Revenge of the Sith hit the¬ 
atres and sci-fi fans are 
gearing up for the big- 
screen return of Star Wars: 
The Clone Wars. 

Set sometime between 
the Attack of the Clones 
and Sith, this instalment 
pits Analcin Skywallcer in 
the middle of an inter- 
galactic war led by Count 
Doolcu. There, he joins Obi- 
Wan to lead the charge 
against the separatist army 
for the freedom of the Old 
Republic (it helps if you’ve 
seen the other movies).

2005, according to the Mo¬ 
tion Picture Association of 
America, which adminis¬ 
ters the ratings system. 

Zack and Miri Make a 
Porno stars Seth Rogen and 
Elizabeth Banks as room¬ 
mates and platonic friends 
who make a pornographic 
film to escape ruinous debt. 
But they soon find out cre¬ 
ating a porno is more emo¬ 
tionally complicated than 
they had expected. 

It was initially given an 
NC-17 rating for “some 
graphic sexuality.” The 


MPAA said it overturned 
the rating on Tuesday, after 
hearing statements from 
Smith and Weinstein Co. 
attorney Alan Friedman. 

“This is a great day for 
Kevin Smith fans and we 
are grateful that the 
MPAA’s appeals board was 
able to overturn what we 
felt was an unwarranted 
and overly restrictive rat¬ 
ing,” Harvey Weinstein, co¬ 


chairman of the Weinstein

filmmakers still face nu¬ 
merous marketing restric¬ 
tions aimed at protecting 
youngsters. 

The biggest R-rated come¬ 
dy in the last 10 years was 
2005’s Wedding Crashers, 
which made $209 million 
US, and ranks No. 80 among 
all-time movies, according

to tracking firm Box Office 
Mojo. 

It incidentally featured a 
cameo by Republican presi¬ 
dential contender John Mc¬ 
Cain. 

Two of Smith’s previous 
comedies, Clerks and the 
2004 Jersey Girl, also had 
their original MPAA rating 
overturned by the appeals 
board, the Weinstein Co. 
said. Clerks ended up with 
an R rating and Jersey Girls 
got a PG-13, which warns 
that “some material may be 
inappropriate for children 
under 13.”

Black’s alter-ego revealed 

Former Pixies front man embarks on mini acoustic tour

Pixies leader-gone-solo 
Black Francis has pulled out 
his acoustic guitar for a few 
low-profile gigs to fans in 
Western Canada. 

Reached at a truck stop en 
route to Oakland, Francis 
(real name Charles Kit- 
teridge Thompson IV) ex¬ 
plained that after transition¬ 
ing back to his pioneering 
alt-roclc persona, he felt the 
urge to strike out on his 
own. 

“When you walk in on 
your own two legs, with just 
a guitar and no one else, and 
walk out with a pocketful of 
cash, you can’t retire to the 
Bahamas, but psychological¬ 
ly, you feel like, ‘Yeah!’” he 
said. “It’s like you’re 14 
years old and you’ve just fin¬ 
ished mowing someone’s 
lawn and you make a few 
bucks.” 

The mini-tour comes a few 
weeks after Francis opened 
for the Stone Temple Pilots 
in arenas like the Hollywood 
Bowl. Despite the massive

shift in venue scale, he does¬ 
n’t experience much of a 
mental transition. 

“I think playing a small 
acoustic set can be more 
nerve-racking (than a stadi¬ 
um) since you’re under the 
microscope,” he said. “I 


don’t think there’s much of 
a headspace change ... The 
things that bum you out are 
still the same, like the guy 
you catch yawning.” 

Francis also recently 
moved away from the in¬ 
creasingly rootsy, mellow

Frank Black back to the id- 
powered alter-ego that fu¬ 
elled the Pixies. Now two al¬ 
bums into his more abrasive 
style (2007’s Bluefinger and 
this year’s “mini-LP” SVN FN- 
GRS), Francis feels settled. 

“(The shift) is more of a 
continuum. It’s a symbolic 
gesture to the universe or 
whoever, and one hopes that 
gesture is enough to cause 
change,” he said. “I don’t try 
to analyze it much — I do 
things more on intuition, 
without a lot of vision ... I 
didn’t feel like I could do it 
again (since I) hadn’t been 
doing it in so long. It feels 
good.” 

For folks catching his 
acoustic sets, Francis will 
probably play songs written 
in both personas. He ac¬ 
knowledged his recent ma¬ 
terial is a little aggressive 
and band-oriented for an 
acoustic setting — though 
he might try it out.

music industry in China 
outside of the pirates who 
press counterfeit CDs. The 
main avenue for music dis¬ 
covery is online, usually 
through Baidu, the big In¬ 
ternet service. 

But change is coming. 
First, Google launched a 
China-only music search 
engine this week that gives 
users access to free legal 
downloads. Second, hoards 
of Westerners are descend¬ 
ing for the Olympics, many 
of whom are bringing along 
their morally corrupting 
rock music. Widespread ac¬ 
cess to rock launched so¬ 
cial, economic, artistic, po¬ 
litical and sexual revolu¬ 
tions in the West. Could 
the Olympics be the Trojan 
horse by which this virus is 
fully introduced into Chi¬ 
na?

Obama, and his startling 
defeat of Hillary Clinton. 

This manifestation of po¬ 
litical clout is a double- 
edged sword, however, as it 
was earlier noted that Win¬ 
frey’s ratings had dropped 
since she came out for Oba¬ 
ma last fall. In a piece in the 
Los Angeles Times’ Top Of 
The Ticket political blog, 
Andrew Malcolm detailed 
how Winfrey’s show has 
lost half a million viewers 
since this time last year. 


A mention of this shift 
last April, prompted an ava¬ 
lanche of comments on the 
Times blog by female 
Hillary supporters angry 
about Winfrey abandoning 
what they considered the 
most viable female presi¬ 
dential candidate ever. As 
noted on blogs at the same 
time was the likelihood a 
portion of Winfrey’s viewer- 
ship might have been Re¬ 
publican supporters. 

Winfrey’s ratings have 


been declining for longer 
than the current election 
cycle, however, as the 
Times noted a drop in view¬ 
ers from nine million dur¬ 
ing the show’s zenith three 
years ago to 7.3 million to¬ 
day, Still, it could have been 
worse; she could have en¬ 
dorsed Ralph Nader — or 
Ron Paul.

Investigation 
into Heath’s 
death closed 


LEGAL The U.S. Attorney’s 
Office closed its investiga¬ 
tion into Heath Ledger’s 
accidental overdose death 
and will not enforce a sub¬ 
poena against Maiy-Kate 
Olsen, a law-enforcement 
source has told People. 

The probe was closed 
without any charges being 
filed. 

Olsen, 22, was subpoe¬ 
naed by a federal grand ju¬ 
ry on April 23, but her at¬ 
torney had been in negoti¬ 
ations with federal author¬ 
ities since then, the source 
says. 

Olsen had 
wanted 
immu- 


fore testifying. Olsen’s at¬ 
torney released a state¬ 
ment saying the actress 
“had nothing to do” with 
Ledger’s drugs and had al¬ 
ready provided “relevant 
information” to investiga¬ 
tors. 

The U.S. Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice and Olsen’s rep both 
declined to comment. 

Ledger, 28, was found 
dead in his New York 
apartment on Jan. 22, and 
the coroner determined 
the actor died of an acci¬ 
dental overdose of pre¬ 
scription drugs for pain, 
anxiety and sleep. 

The federal probe fo¬ 
cused on how he ob¬ 
tained Oxycontin and 
Vicodin, two powerful 
and often-abused 
painkillers for 
which Ledger had no 
prescription. 
Masseuse Diana 
Wolozin found Ledger 
lying on his bed 
shortly after 3 p.m., 
and called Olsen three 
times, records show.
